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Continued  increases  in  stocks  of  manufactured  dairy  products 
took  place  during  August.  September  1 stocks  of  creamery  butter 
were  nearly  8 million  pounds  above  those  on  hand  August  1 but  more 
than  23  million  pounds  less  than  on  September  1,  1938.  Commercial 
holdings  were  increased  during  August  by  close  to  6 million  pounds. 
* Dairy  Products  Marketing  Association  stocks  were  increased  by 

3,703,000  and  Federal  Surplus  Commodities  Corporation  and  relief 
”,  holdings  were  decreased  by  1,751*000  pounds.  The  August  1939  into- 

storage  movement  of  nearly  3 million  pounds  compares  with  approxi- 
mately 23  million  during  August  last  year.  The  ^year  (1934-38) 
average  August  mto-storage  movement  is  13*362,000  pounds. 

Total  stocks  of  all  varieties  of  cheese  were  increased  dur- 
ing August  by  more  than  7 million  pounds,  compared  with  a net  in- 
crease of  close  to  l6  million  pounds  during  August  last  year.  The 
5-year  average  increase  is  9»G55>000  pounds. 


The  seasonal  out-of-storage  movement  of  eggs  opened  during 
August,  and  September  1 stocks  showed  a decrease  from  August  1 of 

428.000  cases  of  shell  and  8,451,000  pounds  of  frozen  egg  meats. 
September  1 holdings  were  6,596,000  cases  and  135*908*000  pounds, 
or  a total  case  equivalent  of  10,479*000.  This  compares  with  a 
total  case  equivalent  a year  earlier  of  9*51^*000  and  the  5 -year 
average  of  10,864,000  cases. 

Stocks  of  frozen  fruits,  quick-frozen  and  cold-packed,  were 
increased  during  August  by  7,839*000  pounds.  This  compares  with  a 
decrease  during  August  a year  earlier  of  1,518,000  pounds. 

Frozen  vegetable  stocks  were  increased  during  August  1939  "by 

6.103.000  pounds.  This  quantity  compares  with  an  increase  of 

15.501.000  pounds  for  August  I93S. 

Total  frozen  poultry  holdings  were  reduced  by  1,129,000 
pounds.  A year  earlier  for  the  same  period  there  was  an  increase 
in  stocks  of  2,301,000  and  the  5 “year  average  also  shows  an  in- 
crease of  1,411,000  pounds. 

Frozen  and  cured  meat  stocks  were  reduced  by  more  than 
95  million  pounds.  This  quantity  compares  with  a decrease  dur- 
ing August  1938  of  slightly  over  46  million  pounds.  The  5 -year 
average  reduction  for  the  same  period  is  53  million  pounds. 
September  1 stocks  exceeded  those  of  a year  earlier  by  32  million 
pounds  but  were  55  million  pounds  below  the  5“y®ar  September  1 av- 
erage. 
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FRUITS  and  VEGETABLES 

FROZEN  FRUITS 


Total  stocks  of  all  frozen  fruits  on  September  1 were  re- 
ported as  139,975,000  pounds,  an  increase  over  August  1 of 
7,839,000  pounds.  Of  the  September  1 holdings,  25,9^5,000  pounds 
were  reported  as  unclassified.  Reports  indicate  that  27,026,000 
pounds  were  in  small  containers  of  less  than  30  pounds  capacity 
and  112,949,000  pounds  were  in  bulk  or  containers  of  30  pounds 
and  over. 

FROZEN,  VEGETABLES 

Stocks  of  frozen  vegetables  were  increased  during  August 
by  6,103,000  pounds.  Holdings  on  September  1 exceeded  those  of 
a year  earlier  by  8,037,000  pounds.  Of  the  total  quantity  on 
hand,  4,199,000  pounds  were  reported  as  unclassified.  All  varie- 
ties of  vegetables  showed  some  increase  with  the  exception  of 
asparagus  and  spinach.  The  outstanding  increases  were  Lima  Beans 
with  2,577,000  pounds  and  sweet  corn,  2,935*000  pounds.

Creamery  "butter  stocks  were  increased  "by  7,910,000  pounds  during  August.  Commercial  stocks 
were  increased  "by  5,953,000  pounds?  Dairy  Products  Marketing  Association  "by  3,708,000?  "but  Federal 
Surplus  Commodities  Corporation  and  relief  holdings  were  decreased  by  1,751,000  pounds. 

Total  butter  holdings  were  below  those  of  September  1 last  year  by  28,159,000  pounds  but 
in  excess  of  the  5~year  (1934-38)  September  1 average  by  27,980,000  pounds.  Only  on  two  occasions 
of  record  have  September  1 butter  stocks  been  heavier  than  at  this  time  . In  1933  and 

1938,  September  1 holdings  were  175,476,000  and  201,252,000  pounds,  respectively.  Dairy  Products 
Marketing  Association  stocks  were  46,798,000  pounds  less  than  on  September  1 last  year,  and 
Federal  Surplus  Commodities  Corporation  and  relief  stocks  were  13,017,00 0 pounds  greater. 

American  cheese  holdings  were  increased  during  August  by  6,156,000  pounds.  Total  stocks 
of  all  varieties  of  cheese  were  25,363,000  pounds  less  than  on  September  1 last  year  but  were 
3,12'8,000  pounds  in  excess  of  the  5-year  average. 

Stocks  of  eggs,  6,596,000  cases  of  shell  and  135,908,000  pounds  of  frozen,  exceeded  those 
of  a year  ago  by  654,000  cases  and  10,890,000  pounds  of  frozen  eggs,  and  were  734,000  cases  belcw 
the  5-year  average  but  12, 214, OCX)  pounds  of  frozen  in  excess  of  the  5-year  average. 

The  out-of- storage  movement  of  frozen  poultry  noted  for  July  continued  during  August 
with  net  withdrawals  of  1,129,000  pounds.  During  August  1938  there  was  a net  into- storage 
movement  of  2,301,000  pounds.  The  5-year  average  net  in-movement  is  1,411,000  pounds.

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Stocks  of  all  frozen  and  cured  meats,  which  totaled  463,633*000 
pounds  on  September  1,  were  32,361*000  pounds  heavier  than  those  of  a 
year  earlier  but  55*210,000  below  the  5-year  (193^“*3^)  average  for 
September  1. 

Only  a slight  change  occurred  in  holdings  of  frozen  and  cured 
beef,  indicating  a decrease  of  309,000  pounds. 

Frozen  and  cured  pork  stocks,  totaling  361,626,000  pounds, 
were  26,849,000  pounds  heavier  than  those  on  September  1 last  year 
but  36,469,000  pounds  less  than  the  5 -year  average  for  this  date. 

Reports  indicate  a heavy  out-movement  of  lard.  Withdrawals 
during  August  totaled  27*670,000  pounds.  This  compares  with 
7,057*000  pounds  withdrawn  from  storage  during  August  193^  a^d 
21,926,000  pounds  the  5-year  average  out-movement  in  August. 

Stocks, which  totaled  112,145,000  pounds,  were  4,475*000  pounds  be- 
low those  on  September  1,  193^*  and  1,048,000  below  the  September  1 
average  •
